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Chester Field of Dreams 
Meets - and Beats - Goal

CHESTER - The ther- 
mometer at Wason Pond is 
full. It's even exploding with 
some makeshift red fire- 
works at the top. 

The big red fundraising 
sign was created less than 
four years ago by Chester 
Field of Dreams to inform 
the townspeople of their 
progress in raising money 
for a town plan to create 
playing fields in the big 
front field at the Wason 
Pond Conservation and 
Recreation Area on Route 
102. Though the town had 
built the fields into the 
area's master plan, tax dol- 
lars never materialized for 
it, so parents got together to 
make sure the kids in town 



had a good place to play. 

As it sits now, the field 
isn't very fiat, and is covered 
with struggling grass and 
dotted with stones. Players, 
young and old, make do 
with the area, but with funds 
from the Chester Field of 
Dreams and $45,000 in tax 
dollars approved at Town 
Meeting this spring, the area 
is set for a makeover. 

Chester Field of Dreams 
started out in early 2008 
with modest fundraising 
efforts. The group collected 
donations at the transfer 
station, placed collection 
tins around town and 
worked at other small 
money-making endeavors. 
Among other efforts, the 
group ran worm conces- 
sions at the annual fishing 
derby, held a $1 drive and 



organized the Town Fair. 

While many such groups 
toil on this way for years, 
the group decided to shift to 
larger fundraisers, and with 
its first golf tournament, 
never looked back. 

"It's a really good feeling 
to put that red tape up 
there," said Chester Field of 
Dreams president David 
Veale as he put the finishing 
touches on the thermometer. 

The original goal as 
indicated by the thermome- 
ter was $65,000, but the 
group raised even a few 
thousand above that. 

That first golf tourna- 
ment in 2010 netted about 
$7,000. Another tourna- 
ment a year later pulled in 
about $10,000.

Hampstead Selectmen Approve 
Police Station Paving Project

HAMPSTEAD -It wasn't 
unanimous, but the Board 
of Selectmen approved a 
proposal to pave the a por- 
tion of the parking lot at the 
Hampstead Police Station, 
presented by Road Agent 
Jon Worthen several meet- 
ings back. 

In the 2-1 decision, Chair- 
man Sean Murphy voted 
against spending the $2,500 
to $3,000 to pave a portion of 
the police station parking lot. 
He said he didn't think it was 
necessary to spend the money. 

Police Chief Joe Beau- 
doin said the paving project 
would be good to have done 
but it wasn't a make or 
break issue for the police 
department. 

Selectwoman Priscilla 
Lindquist said she thought 
it would help alleviate park- 
ing issues for police vehicles 



when the Old Meeting 
House was in use, so she 
was in favor of it. 

Beaudoin told the board 
Monday night that after 
meeting with the Highway 
Safety Committee, he had 
forwarded a request to the 
state to lower the speed limit 
on Route 121A from 40 miles 
an hour to 35 miles an hour 
from the Route 111 intersec- 
tion to the Sandown town 
line. He said he had also 
asked the state to take anoth- 
er look at the Sign Island - 
Emerson Avenue and Main 
Street intersection - the scene 
of a recent fatality. 

Beaudoin also asked 
what the Board of Selectmen 
thought about his meeting 
with Recreation and Conser- 
vation to try and develop 
policy that would set a time 
when people would be 
required to leave Recreation 
and/or Conservation park- 
ing lots. He said he has been 



running into issues with 
cars parked in those lots late 
at night and even spending 
the night. The town has no 
regulation such as a dusk to 
dawn prohibition on park- 
ing lot use, but he said that 
one is needed. 

The board said select- 
men liaisons would speak 
with their committees about 
coming up with a policy, 
and Beaudoin should work 
with those committees him- 
self on developing a policy. 

In other business: 

• The board announced 
the Town is putting up for 
sale a small parcel on Kent 
Farm Road. The selectmen 
will accept sealed bids for 
the parcel, with a minimum 
amount of $5,000. The 
sealed bids are due in the 
Town Office by Sept 24. 

• The board unanimous- 
ly approved offering a 45 7B 
retirement option for town 
employees.

Members of the Hamp- 
stead and Timberlane com- 
munities and staff from both 
districts gathered at the Per- 
forming Arts Center at Tim- 
berlane High School last 
week to hear what the three 
candidates for the SAU 
(School Administrative 
Unit) 55 Superintendent's 
position had to say. 

With the meeting and 
interviews with each candi- 
date behind it, the SAU 
Board met with its consult- 
ant, Ken DeBenedictis, to 
choose the finalists Monday 
night but reached no deci- 
sion. The board will meet 
Wednesday, Aug. 22, at 7 
p.m. to continue its review 
of the candidates. 

The three candidates 
come from varied back- 
grounds. Winfried Feneberg 
is the Interim Superinten- 
dent of SAU 55, filling the 



slot since Richard LaSalle 
left on June 30 for a new job 
at the Southeastern Regional 
Education Service Center in 
Bedford, and he has been 
with the district since 1988. 
Phillys Hill hails from Texas, 
and Earl Metzler has spent 
his educational career in 
Quincy Mass. 

The Search Committee 
reduced the approximately 
15 applicants to three, and 
those three were invited to 
individual interviews with 
the SAU 55 Board and to 
meet the public on Wednes- 
day evening, Aug. 8. Each 
candidate had 30 minutes 
for an introduction, to dis- 
cuss work experience and 
reasons for wanting the job, 
and to respond to questions 
from the audience. 

Hill told those assem- 
bled that she worked her 
way up the educational lad- 
der, mostly in the Texas 
community of Killeen, 
which is home to 41,000 



students, 32 elementary 
schools, 12 middle schools 
and four high schools. In 
that setting she has been a 
teacher, assistant principal, 
principal and assistant sup- 
erintendent/instructional 
leader. 

She said she and her 
husband have visited New 
England and their children 
are now on their own, and 
they are ready to make a 
change. 

"I could retire in Texas 
now, but I think I have a little 
more juice, and we are now 
free to live where we want. I 
would like to come to New 
Hampshire and invest in 
your district," she said. 

She said the SAU 55 dis- 
trict - which is comprised of 
Hampstead and the Timber- 
lane towns of Sandown, 
Danville, Plaistow and 
Atkinson - is a good school 
district but she thinks she 
could make it a great school 
district. 



"I think this district is a 
gold mine not fully mined," 
she said. "My job would be 
to represent the students." 

Feneberg started his edu- 
cational career in Germany 
and came to SAU 55 as a 
school psychologist for Tim- 
berlane in 1988. He pro- 
gressed to director of pupil 
personnel services at Timber- 
lane and special education 
director for Hampstead. For 
the last five years, he has been 
the assistant superintendent, 
handling administrative 
duties for both districts, per- 
sonnel and the daily opera- 
tion of the districts, with a 
focus on being the Hamp- 
stead superintendent. 

He spoke about his work 
revising and enhancing the 
districts' math and reading 
programs and said that 
while this would continue 
to be a focus, along with all 
that getting up to speed for 
Common Core require- 
ments will demand, he rec- 



ognizes that the infrastruc- 
ture, particularly at Timber- 
lane Middle and High 
schools, needs to be ad- 
dressed. He said a Capital 
Improvement plan for facili- 
ties should be developed 
and continuing enhance- 
ments made to educational 
efforts for both districts. 

"We need to pay atten- 
tion to curriculum and 
while there's work to be 
done at the elementary and 
middle school levels, there 
is a need to focus on cur- 
riculum at the high school," 
he said. "I would continue 
to build on the foundation 
that exists. I am committed 
to the district and hope to 
continue to do what we are 
doing well and find ways to 
do better." 

Metzler has spent his 
educational career from stu- 
dent to principal in Quincy. 
He has been principal of 
North Quincy High School 
for the last five years but 



said he found SAU 55 com- 
munities ideal for raising a 
young family such as his. He 
spoke about his efforts to 
bring an under-performing 
school up to a productive 
school with improved aca- 
demic results and improved 
attitudes. 

Calling himself tradition- 
al and conservative, Metzler 
said his main concern is 
safety. He told the audience 
what he has learned from his 
educational career is "how to 
be a good listener. 

"I always consult when I 
don't know something, and I 
have learned it is important 
to surround myself with 
good people," he said. 

Metzler described his 
educational philosophy as 
"all kids can get smart, but 
there is no substitute for 
hard work and for needing 
to want it." 

The questions from the 
audience of about 50 were 
different for each candidate. 



Local Soldier's Funeral Protest Triggers Legislation

HAMPSTEAD - It took 
protest activity by the West- 
boro Baptist Church of 
Kansas at Capt. Jonathan 
Grassbaugh's funeral in 
Hampstead in April 2007 to 
motivate increased protec- 
tions for military funerals. 

The Hampstead incident 
and discussions with veterans 



motivated Congressman 
Charlie Bass, R-NH 2nd Dist., 
to take action. Bass' bipartisan 
bill, the Sanctity of Eternal 
Rest for Veterans (SERVE) 
Act, or HR 1591, was includ- 
ed in a larger veterans bill that 
President Obama signed into 
law this month, the Honoring 
America's Veterans and Car- 
ing for Camp Lejeune Fami- 
lies Act, which is now Public 
Law 112-154. 
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Grassbaugh was killed 
while serving with the 82nd 
Airborne Division of the 
Army Rangers in Iraq. The 
funeral was held in Hamp- 
stead, with Grassbaugh's 
burial at Arlington National 
Cemetery in Virginia. 

More than three dozen 
Patriot Guard Riders with 
American flags flying formed 
a line across St. Anne's 
Church parking lot, shield- 
ing Grassbaugh's family and 
guests from the protesters, 
and a single man with an 
American flag stood at atten- 
tion in front of the protesters 
along with local law enforce- 



ment officers, keeping them 
at a distance from the 
church. The protest activities 
at military funerals had gen- 
erated concern across the 
state and in neighboring 
New England states. 

"When I came back to 
Congress last year, I started 
meeting with New Hamp- 
shire veterans on a regular 
basis to hear first hand what 
issues Congress should 
address," Bass said. "This 
was at the top of their lists, 
and I couldn't have been 
prouder to introduce legis- 
lation in the House last 
April to ensure that the men 



and women who have 
fought and died for our 
country receive the greatest 
dignity and respect as their 
families grieve." 

Last year Sen. Olympia 
Snowe, R-Maine, filed simi- 
lar legislation in the Senate. 

"This measure will pre- 
serve the dignity of these 
somber events while still 
protecting the First Amend- 
ment rights that our nation's 
heroes have fought and died 
for," Bass said. "I am very 
encouraged that Congress 
can come together to enact 
a bipartisan measure for the 
men and women who have 



served our country and 
especially for their families, 
and I thank the President 
for signing it into law." 

The legislation increases 
the quiet time to 120 min- 
utes from 60 minutes for 
the period before and after 
military funeral services 
during which disruptive 
protests are prohibited; 
increases the buffer around 
a military funeral service 
from 300 feet to 500 feet 
and the buffer around 
access routes to a funeral 
service area from 150 feet to 
300 feet; and increases civil 
penalties on violators. 
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Sherwood Quits after Nearly 30 Years on the Job for Town

SANDOWN - After more 
than 27 years as building 
inspector, Ken Sherwood 
has quit. 

In a surprise move Mon- 
day night, Aug. 13, Sher- 
wood turned in his keys and 
cell phone to the board of 
selectmen during public 
comment. 

Sherwood cited his rea- 
sons for the resignation 
from all his posts in a letter 
to the board, whose mem- 
bers did not immediately 
comment on his decision. 

Sherwood also served as 
code enforcement officer, 
health officer and electrical 
inspector. 

The decision comes after 
several disagreements be- 



tween Sherwood and the 
selectmen about how to run 
the many jobs Sherwood 
held. While the selectmen 
said they were simply ask- 
ing for obedience from their 
employee, Sherwood re- 
peatedly stated that he was 
being singled out with deci- 
sions that didn't fully incor- 
porate his positions and 
their intricacies. 

At the previous select- 
men meeting, Sherwood 
was castigated for not sign- 
ing a letter outlining the 
changes to his position but 
Sherwood said he was never 
given the letter. 

On Monday, Sherwood 
cited new vacation policies 
and a new payment pro- 
gram as justification for his 
resignation. 

In May, the selectmen 



asked Sherwood to apply 
two weeks in advance for 
any vacation days. Select- 
men said it was town policy 
but Sherwood claimed it 
wasn't logical. Sherwood 
argued that his fee-based 
position was anomalous 
and that he had effectively 
never had vacations as they 
would be defined for a regu- 
lar employee. Further but- 
tressing his argument, Sher- 
wood argued that code 
enforcement was paid by 
stipend. 

Sherwood has argued 
that the policy is akin to 
telling a part-time police 
officer that he must ask for 
days off when he isn't 
scheduled to work. 

In his letter Sherwood 
states, "I am being told that 
I must apply two weeks in 



advance for an unpaid day 
off; limited to 20 days per 
year, even if the Town Hall 
is closed, there are no office 
hours and there are no 
inspections scheduled. This 
unpaid time off is a unilater- 
ally and singularly applied 
edict, which could be best 
described as 'constructive 
discharge,' and is absolutely 
ridiculous." 

The core of recent argu- 
ments came down to the 
selectmen's wanting to im- 
plement a more business- 
like environment and Sher- 
wood's questioning whether 
that would better serve resi- 
dents and builders. 

The selectmen also 
sought to change a system 
whereby Sherwood was 
paid up front for inspec- 
tions to a system that would 



split that payment, with a 
portion of it paid when the 
rough inspection was com- 
plete and the rest when the 
final inspection was done. 

Selectmen argued that it 
wasn't appropriate to pay a 
person for work not done. 
Sherwood, noting the mul- 
tiple inspections that must 
be completed before each of 
those benchmarks, argued 
that state labor law does not 
allow for payment to be 
withheld for work complet- 
ed. He also took issue with 
the board's decision to in- 
crease mandated but unpaid 
office hours. 

"After much prayer, 
careful consideration and 
family turmoil, I have 
reached the conclusion that 
it is impossible for me to 
continue as the Building 



inspector/code enforcement 
officer, health officer or 
electrical inspector in a role 
other than an assistant. I 
will certainly be available to 
help make the transition as 
smooth as possible and help 
in the search for a qualified 
building inspector," con- 
cluded Sherwood, after not- 
ing that he has enjoyed pro- 
viding helpful and expedi- 
tious service to residents 
over the course of his 
tenure. 

Before the meeting was 
concluded, selectman Tom 
Tombarello said he was 
caught off guard by the res- 
ignation but that as a citizen 
and selectman, he wished to 
thank Sherwood for his 
years of service. Chair Steve 
Brown concurred. 



Chester Academy Raises Price of School Lunches

CHESTER - Chester 
Academy is raising its lunch 
prices. The decision made 
by the school board at its 
Aug. 8 meeting followed 
discussions earlier this year 
about shortfalls in the 
school lunch program, as 
well as federal requirements 
to raise prices. 

The elementary lunch 
price is moving from $2 to 
$2.25, while the middle 
level lunches will go from 
$2.25 to $2.55. Entree costs 
will go from $1 to $1.50. 

Principal Leslie Leahy 
presented the board with 
suggestions on new prices 
after she spoke with finan- 
cial manager Annmarie 
Scribner and food service 
director Cheryl Musser. 

At the end of the last 
school year, the food pro- 
gram was showing a deficit, 
something that had the

school board concerned. 
Much of that deficit was 
from escalating food prices 
combined with stagnant 
lunch costs. 

Leahy said at last week's 
meeting that after compar- 
ing Chester Academy's 
lunch costs with those in 
surrounding communities 
and an independent auditor, 
it was clear that Chester's 
prices were low. 

That realization is cou- 
pled with new federal man- 
dates that aim to rectify 
some schools' practice of 
subsidizing regular lunch 
with free or reduced lunch- 
es that are paid for through 



the government. The gov- 
ernment's reimbursement 
rate for a meal in both the 
elementary and middle lev- 
els is $2.59, and new 
requirements seek to make 
certain no school is charg- 
ing less than that for their 
regular paid for meals. 

While Leahy said that no 
timeline has been set for 
raising lunch prices to match 
the reimbursement rate, no 
meal has to be increased 
more than 10 cents in the 
first year, and she suspects it 
will be about three years 
before schools must meet 
the $2.59 standard. 

Federal funding could 



be withheld if schools 
charge less. 

While the school could 
have increased the meal cost 
less than it did, Leahy said 
this change of price could 
prevent the need to raise 
prices for a couple more 
years, depending on other 
variables. 

For health reasons, the 
federal government is also 
mandating more fresh and 
frozen foods as opposed to 
less expensive canned 
foods. 

Also built into next 
year's prices is both a 10 
percent inflation rate due to 
drought conditions affect- 
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ing farmers and increased 
fuel prices. 

Leahy said that while 
she attempted to obtain fel- 
low schools' lunch rates for 
the upcoming year, only 
Bedford had a price or was 
willing to share it. Bedford 
is charging $2.40 for ele- 
mentary meals and $2.70 
for middle school. 

School board member 
Maria Veale told Leahy that 
more important than what 
other schools were charging 
was what worked for Chester. 



Teacher costs for lunch 
were increased last school 
year. 

Chair Royal Richardson 
said it was important for 
parents to understand why 
meal prices were going up 
and that they may need to 
go up again in the future 
because of the federal rules. 
He noted that the school 
board was attempting to be 
cognizant of that potential 
for another increase and 
aims to increase food costs 
in a conservative manner.

Sign of the Times 



Just as soon as the rows of candi- 
date signs start lining the roadways of 
our towns, they start disappearing. 

There's the usual confusion - or is 
it daring - when signs are placed on 
private property whose owners haven't 
given permission, or on public proper- 
ty where they aren't allowed. Those 
signs are taken down legally. Some- 
times politicians claim their signs were 
stolen, only to find out they were 
removed because their locations 
weren't legal. 

But that's not the only issue with 
signs. Residents who grant permission 
for a candidate to place his or her sign 
on their road frontage - or who go to 
the trouble of getting a sign and erect- 
ing it for their candidate of choice - 
frequently find themselves on the 
phone to the police to report the sign's 
disappearance. 

Even worse, the removal of signs 
from private property, where they had 
been lawfully displayed, often involves 
trespass. Who wants to think that in 
the dark of night, someone who dis- 
agrees with your political views is 
walking around your property, stealing 
or destroying something you put there. 
That's a decidedly creepy thought. 

And it's more than that. It's a crimi- 
nal offense to deface, remove or 
destroy political signs. 



In this most political of election 
years, with a Presidential race on the 
line and nastiness and money the hall- 
marks, many of us harbor strong opin- 
ions for and against particular candi- 
dates and political parties. That's fine, 
if it stops there. 

But going up someone's driveway 
and onto their lawn to hack down a 
sign is taking that opinion way too far. 

Signs don't win or lose elections. 
The biggest sign doesn't mean the best 
candidate - maybe just the richest or 
best financed. And having 10 identical 
signs in a row doesn't carry more per- 
suasive power than one sign. 

But regardless of what you think of 
the signs, leave them alone. If you like 
a candidate, volunteer your time for 
his or her election. Talk with your 
friends, write a letter to the editor. Stay 
out of the gutter. 

We're more and more a society in 
which holding an opinion contrary 
to someone else's is grounds for 
attacks. But in a free country - what 
our politicians remind us we live in - 
people are entitled to express their 
opinions. They're not entitled to pre- 
vent others from expressing differing 
views. And they're certainly not enti- 
tled to trespass and destroy private 
property because of a difference of 
opinion. 
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Hampstead Library Hopes 
to Offer Bridge Club

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Hampstead Public Library is 
putting out feelers to see if 
there is interest in starting a 
Bridge Club that would 
meet at the library. The 
library has in the past been 
associated with bridge, 
when Janet Eagleson pro- 
vided classes on learning 
how to play bridge. 

"About four years ago, a 
couple of patrons asked the 
Hampstead Public Library if 
it would consider offering 
bridge lessons to the public," 
Eagleson said. "The library 
assistant in charge of adult 
services asked me, another 
library assistant at that time, 
if I would be interested in 
giving bridge lessons." 

Although Eagleson is 
not a certified bridge tea- 
cher, she has played bridge 



for a long time and agreed 
to put together a beginning 
class in contract bridge. 
About 10 patrons signed up 
for the class, and over the 
course of six weeks, the 
group learned the basics of 
social contract bridge. 

Eagleson then decided 
to offer a follow-up class 
called "brush up your 
bridge" for people who had 
played in the past but had 
been away from the game 
for a long period of time. A 
couple of people from her 
beginner's class signed up 
along with several others. 

"These two classes creat- 
ed enough interest for both 
of them to be offered a sec- 
ond time," Eagleson said. 
"Shortly after these classes 
were completed, I retired 
from the library staff, so 
they have not been offered 
since then. But people con- 
tinued to inquire about 



bridge at the library. No 
one was available to give 
classes, but Library Director 
Deb Hiett is now trying to 
set up a bridge group that 
will meet at the library." 

Hiett said if enough 
interested players are found, 
a library bridge club will be 
started. "If we find there are 
enough players interested in 
getting together each week 
or every other week, we 
would be interested in set- 
ting up a Library Bridge 
Club," she said. A minimum 
of eight people are needed. 

Hiett said one way to 
widen the appeal of this 
would be to schedule bridge 
one week and then board 
games or another alterna- 
tive the next week.

State Suspends License of 
East Hampstead Dentist

ney General Michael A. 
Delaney announced Tues- 
day that the New Hamp- 
shire Board of Dental Exam- 
iners has suspended the 
dental license of John J. 
Ryan, DMD, effective Aug. 
10. Dr. Ryan practiced in 
East Hampstead. 

The Board's action is in 
response to an Aug. 9 unan- 
nounced inspection of Dr. 
Ryan's practice at 39 Web- 



ber Road, East Hampstead. 
The Board ordered the 
inspection after receiving 
information that the dental 
practice failed to follow 
appropriate infection con- 
trol procedures. 

The Board found, based 
on the Inspectors' report, 
that Dr. Ryan's practice, as 
currently operated, posed a 
significant threat to the 
health and safety of his 
patients. 



On Aug. 10, the Board 
issued an Order of Emer- 
gency Suspension and 
Notice of Hearing. The 
order suspended Dr. Ryan's 
license immediately. 

A Board hearing is 
scheduled for Sept. 10 for 
the purpose of determining 
whether Dr. Ryan's license 
will remain suspended dur- 
ing the course of the on- 
going investigation.

The committee is look- 
ing ahead to a variety of 
issues, including the up- 



coming teachers contract, a 
proposal for a new police 
station, proposed facilities 
improvements at the 
schools, reclamation of 
West Road, finishing the 
Town Beach drainage and 
run-off project, restoration 
work on the columns at the 
Historical Museum, a new 
superintendent for School 
Administrative Unit (SAU) 
55, and the school district 
budget. 

Chairman Bob O'Brien 
said he has been asked by 
municipal employees to 
request the school district 
be considerate of what it 
budgets so that municipal 
employees can get what 



they need. 

The committee voted 
unanimously to request that 
the school board and dis- 
trict submit a budget that 
compares line by line what 
was requested, what was 
actually spent and what is 
requested for next year, cov- 
ering the upcoming budget 
proposal and two or three 
previous budgets. This 
would be a format similar to 
what the town uses, and 
Murphy said it makes it eas- 
ier to see where the money 
is actually going. 

O'Brien also wanted the 
listing of school district 
salaries in the Town Report 
to note the position held as 



well as the name. 

Hastings added he 
hoped the Library Trustees 
planned to submit a more 
detailed budget this year. 

Murphy also asked that 
those organizations with 
unions, police and teachers, 
be asked to have their mem- 
bers pay union dues directly 
to the unions themselves 
and not have the town or 
school district collect and 
pay those dues. 

It was noted that if the 
school budget has a million 
dollar surplus, it is reason- 
able to expect that there are 
places where costs can be 
and should be cut. Murphy 
said the budget committee 



ought to approach the 
school district and each 
department from the stand- 
point that those with jobs 
are lucky to have them. The 
committee also expressed 
the hope the teachers' con- 
tract negotiations would 
take this position. 

O'Brien said he intended 
to attend the Department 
Heads meeting and ask all 
of them to attend the next 
Budget Committee meeting, 
scheduled for Sept. 14, pre- 
pared to give detailed infor- 
mation on any and all 
potential big ticket items 
that would be coming up 
during budget season. 



Wason Pond Fundraising Success Leads to New Ventures

CHESTER - Though it 
has exceeded their fundrais- 
ing goal of $65,000 to build 
playing fields at the Wason 
Pond Conservation and 
Recreation Area, the Ches- 
ter Field of Dreams group 
has decided to continue its 
fundraising and community 
building work. 

Last week the group 
filled the fundraising ther- 
mometer at Wason Pond as 



a symbolic final step in their 
work (see related story page 
1), but even as they were 
doing so, group leaders were 
discussing future plans. 

First on the agenda is 
the organization of the an- 
nual Wason Pond 5K and 
kids' fun run during Town 
Fair on Sept. 8. 

It's an annual tradition 
for anyone who wants to 
start the day off with a run 
(or walk) through the trails 
of Wason Pond. This year, 
with the completion of the 



timber framed covered 
bridge over the Wason dam, 
participants can do the full 
circle of the pond, and no 
longer will any portion of 
the race be on the road. 

The free kids' run is a 
one lapper around the 
fields. 

Pre-registration for the 
5K is $15. Race day regis- 
tration is $20. Register 
online at www.chesterfield- 
ofdreams.org. 

Race day registration 
begins at 8:30 a.m., with the 
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race to begin at 9 a.m. 

Organizers said the run 
is a relatively easy one and 
all are welcome. 

The event looks to be 
shaping up to be a popular 
one, in part because all of 
the 800 runners who took 
part in May's Wason Pond 
Pounder are being notified. 
It's a chance for those par- 
ticipants to see the route of 
next year's planned for third 
Pounder. 

That third Pounder 
leads the group into its 
newest project. While the 
Chester Field of Dreams 



non-profit group is con- 
strained in that all of the 
money it raises must go to 
building the playing fields, 
members are looking to 
form a new non-profit that 
can benefit a wider array of 
community causes. 

Chester Field of Dreams 
president David Veale said 
that with the kind of 
momentum the group has 
coming off the two 
Pounders (the first netted 
500 runners and $17,000 
and the second more than 
800 runners and $29,500), 
it didn't make sense to quit. 



"The Pounder is a great 
event," said Veale. "We 
made nearly $30,000 last 
year and it's just catching 
wind. Why stop?" 

The group has been talk- 
ing with other community 
groups about future projects 
for which they could raise 
money. 

For now they're looking 
to pull off another good run 
at Wason, but with the kind 
of success the group has had 
in the past - raising more 
than $70,000 in just about 
four years - the future possi- 
bilities are quite large. 
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Chester School District Blazes Path for Rescinding SB2

CHESTER - Because 
Chester's is the first school 
district to rescind the Senate 
Bill (SB) 2 provisions of 
governance, district leaders 
have had some trouble 
determining how to move 
forward legally. 

It's new ground to be 
traveled but the last big step 
has been determined, 



according to a letter from 
district legal counsel. That 
big issue was when and how 
officers would be elected. 

They'll be elected in 
May, along with town offi- 
cers. Same time, same place 
- just a different ballot of, 
potentially, a different color 
to help everyone keep 
things straight. 

The issue arises because 
when current district offi- 
cials were elected, their 



terms were set to end in 
March, the same time as the 
secret ballot vote for the SB 
2 district meeting. But now 
that there's no more secret 
ballot for district meeting - 
the meeting goes back to the 
traditional form of gover- 
nance, where all issues are 
debated and decided on dur- 
ing the same meeting - lead- 
ers didn't know whether 
they'd have to have a sepa- 
rate secret ballot to vote on

HAMPSTEAD - The 
Hampstead School Board 
has hired Ashley Sgroi to 
teach fourth grade at Cen- 
tral School this year. 

The board met before 
the School Administrative 
Unit (SAU) 55 meeting 
Thursday evening, Aug. 9, 
to make the decision. 

At the close of the past 
school year, a sixth grade 
teacher position needed to 
be filled. A fifth grade 
teacher at Hampstead Mid- 
dle School, Kate Couture, 
applied for that post and 



was accepted, leaving a fifth 
grade opening. A fourth 
grade teacher at Hampstead 
Central School, Jessica Mar- 
roney then applied for the 
fifth grade slot, which left 
the fourth grade opening. 

Interim Superintendent 
Winfried Feneberg empha- 
sized to the board that the 
fourth grade opening was 
not new - it just started out 
as a sixth grade opening 

Sgroi has taught in Laco- 
nia for the last three years. 
She applied to Hampstead 
and was interviewed before 
she took the Laconia posi- 
tion, but a more experi- 
enced teacher was chosen at 



that time. Feneberg said he 
had contacted the Laconia 
superintendent, who agreed 
to release Sgroi from her 
present contract if she were 
approved for the Hampstead 
fourth grade opening. 

Sgroi said she and her 
husband have recently relo- 
cated to Londonderry, and 
the commute to Laconia 
would be an hour each way. 
Feneberg said she received 
her education at the Univer- 
sity of New Hampshire and 
has a Master's degree. 

Sgroi's hiring was unani- 
mously approved by the 
board. 
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officers or whether they 
could go back to the way it 
has long been done in 
Chester before SB 2 was 
enacted, by hitching up with 
the town side's election of 
officers. 

Interim superintendent 
Jim Gaylord said the lawyers 
were a bit confused on how 
to move forward. While 
they'd seen towns rescind SB 
2, as far as anyone knows, 
no school district has done 
so before now. 

Gaylord kept in contact 
with the lawyers for several 
months while the answer 
was being formulated. 

He said the district is 
now set for the coming year's 
election, which will cost the 
taxpayers a little less this 
time around because just 
one secret ballot vote needs 



to be conducted. 

When they heard the 
news at their latest meeting, 
school board members joked 
that they get a couple of 
"bonus months" this term. 

So in March, look for the 
district meeting, and in May, 
look for the election of offi- 
cers, on both the town and 
district sides of local gov- 
ernment. 

In other business at the 
Aug. 8 meeting: 

The school district will 
be offering six cafeteria- 
style tables and one floor 
burnisher to the town. 

The school board made 
the decision on suggestions 
by principal Leslie Leahy 
and Gaylord. 

The school recently 
bought a new floor burnisher, 
and Gaylord suggested that 



the old machine may still 
have a few years left if used 
on the town side of things 
because it would receive less 
use. It may need some repairs 
however, said Gaylord. 

Leahy informed the 
board that when the school 
was built, twice as many 
tables were purchased as 
were needed, and seeing 
that the ones that are being 
used every day have yet to 
show much wear, she'd like 
to see the extras put to use. 

The school will hold on 
to two extra tables for 
replacements. 

If the town doesn't want 
the tables, school board 
member Catherine Treanor 
suggested the school find a 
community organization 
that may be able to put one 
or more to good use.

Tuesday, Aug. 7, was 150, 
almost twice the standard 
level of 88. 

The state took the sam- 
ple Aug. 7 and the advisory 
was posted Aug. 9. The state 
re-sampled the water Aug. 9 
while the beach was under 
the advisory. The sample led 
to the lift of the advisory 
late on Friday, Aug. 10. 

The Town Beach was 
open for the weekend.

28, the sale is open from 9 
a.m. until 8 p.m.

And typically, as the sale 
winds down toward the end 



of the week, buyers are 
given bags they can fill with 
books for $1 per bag. 

The books are culled 
from library shelves and 
from donations, and range 
from children's books to 



novels to reference books, 
tapes, CDs, non-fiction and 
textbooks. As people buy 
books and gaps appear in 
the tightly packed rows, 
they are quickly filled in by 
volunteers from a supply of 



new and old favorites. By 
the time the sale ends, hun- 
dreds of books have been 
hauled away and many peo- 
ple have their reading mate- 
rial set for months. 

The proceeds from the 



book sale support the pur- 
chase of new books for the 
library. The usual number of 
books circulating through 
the sale runs between 5,000 
and 8,000, and the sale rais- 
es several thousand dollars.

SANDOWN - In fitting 
tribute to a woman who did 
so much to support the 
library, a new bench and

The space was unveiled 
on the Saturday of Old 
Home Days by friends, fam- 
ily and a friend and Eagle 
Scout hopeful. 

Leading to the bench is a 
stone path and circle that 
runs through newly laid 
turf, with new bark mulch 
in the back. Plantings are 
planned for the fall. 

Marlow, who died last 
year, was a longtime volun- 
teer and employee of the 
library, and by the speeches 
of those in attendance Sat- 
urday, she left a mark on 
their lives. That legacy will 
be remembered each time 
they pass by the new sitting 
area. 

Julie Ball worked with 
Marlow for many years and 
the two became good friends. 
They discussed their mutual 
interests, from gardening to 
baking to canning. Marlow 
was a good listener, said Ball, 
calling her thoughtful and 
kind. 

Ball said Marlow loved 
her garden and birds, and 
she was sure she was look- 
ing down on everyone gath- 
ered around the new sitting 
area and was pleased. 



Library director Barbara 
Lachance noted the physical 
impact Marlow's loss left on 
the library community. It 
took awhile for the group to 
fill in all of the gaps that 
Marlow left, said Lachance. 
The calculator is in use 
more often, Lachance joked, 
and employees have done 
their best to pick up the 
slack that Marlow left. 

"We're getting the work 
done, but we all miss 
Hazel," said Lachance. 

As another reminder, the 
staff decided to use her 
name as the log in name for 
the library's new circulation 
system. "We all agreed that 
it's a perfect way to remem- 
ber her in our daily routine. 
It makes us all smile," said 
Lachance. 

The bench will have a 
similar role, said Lachance, 
thanking all involved in the 
project. "Now as we walk 
into the library each of us 
can take a moment and re- 
member our good friend... 
It will be a restful, peaceful 
place to sit and read and 
remember. Thank you to all 
of you." 

Boy Scout Christopher 
Robinson, 16, spearheaded 
the effort, and over the 
sweltering week leading up 



to Old Home Days, worked 
diligently with fellow scouts 
to make sure the area was 
presentable. Robinson, now 
an employee of the library, 
had long volunteered there 
and in that time worked 
with and became friends 
with Marlow. The project 
was a fitting way to remem- 
ber her, he said. 

"I'd like to start out by 
saying how proud I am to be 
part of this project," said 
Robinson. 

Eschewing any attention 
for his own efforts, Robin- 
son only took time during 
his speech to discuss Mar- 
low and her new bench. 
While there were many to 
thank on the Eagle Scout 
end of his project, he said 
that it wasn't the time. 

"This isn't about me, 
this is about Hazel," he said. 
"A granite bench is a fitting 
tribute to Hazel. It will cre- 
ate lasting memories for 
many years, just like she 
created memories for all of 
us." 

The bench was unveiled 
by Robinson and Lachance, 
and three of Marlowe's chil- 
dren were the first to pub- 
licly sit on the seat. Later, 
Marlowe's family on the 
Bassett side also took their 
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turn. 

Robinson plans to finish 
the project with the plant- 
ing of more bushes and a 
tree and expanding the turf, 
and hopes to have the proj- 
ect completed by the fall. 

After moving to Ver- 
mont to teach and raise her 
family, Marlow returned to 
Sandown in 1981 and 
immediately became a dedi- 
cated supporter of the 
Sandown Public Library. 
She was a member of the 
Friends of the Library for 
over 25 years, served as a 
library trustee for two terms 
and worked at the library 
for over 18 years. 

Marlow was named 
Sandown Citizen of the Year 
at Old Home Days in 2009. 

In addition to the bench, 
a cookbook with some of 
Marlow's favorite recipes 
was created following her 
death. All 200 copies quick- 
ly sold out, but patrons can 
take a copy out from the 
library.

Public Health Network Helps Coordinate Testing for Hepatitis C

It has been a busy couple 
of weeks for Garrett Simon- 
sen, coordinator of the 
Greater Derry Public Health 
Network. But due to the 
efforts of Simonsen and 
other regional coordinators, 
area residents who may have 
been exposed to Hepatitis C 
have been tested and offered 
treatment. 

In June, a Hepatitis C 
outbreak was announced by 
Exeter Hospital in Exeter 
and traced to an infected 
hospital worker. Hepatitis C 
is a potentially fatal liver dis- 
ease, often spread through 



blood exposure. An investi- 
gation revealed that all of the 
patients reporting the dis- 
ease had received care at the 
hospital's cardiac catheteri- 
zation lab and recovery unit. 

Simonsen said the state 
Department of Health and 
Human Services (DHHS) has 
expanded its testing for Hep- 
atitis C. Across the state, 
3,300 people have been 
identified as having used the 
cardiac catheterization lab or 
related facilities over the 
period in question, with 243 
in the Greater Derry region. 

The DHHS is looking for 
anyone treated in Exeter 
Hospital's Main Operating 
Rooms (excluding the out- 



patient surgery center) and 
the Intensive Care Unit 
between April 1, 2011 and 
May 25, 2012. 

"As part of the ongoing 
investigation, our region col- 
laborated with the state 
department of Health and 
Human Services to set up 
testing sites," Simonsen said. 

This week, testing was 
held at Timberlane Regional 
High School in Plaistow on 
Tuesday, Aug. 14 and 
Wednesday, Aug. 15, Simon- 
sen said. 

Other testing sites are: 
Manchester Health Depart- 
ment, 1528 Elm St., Man- 
chester, Aug. 16, 17 and 18; 
and Rochester Middle 
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School, 47 Brock St., Aug. 
16. Patients may call 271- 
6617 to schedule their 
appointment. 

Other testing options 
include: Portsmouth Regional 
Hospital in Hampton and at 
Pease Trade Port, Mondays 
through Thursdays from 8 
a.m. to 4 p.m. For the Hamp- 
ton and Pease sites, no 
appointment is necessary, but 
a notice letter is required . 

As always, patients have 
the option of going to their 
own healthcare provider to 
have their blood drawn. The 
healthcare provider then 
needs to coordinate with the 
Public Health Lab for the 
testing by calling 271-4661. 

Simonsen said the dis- 
ease is spread through blood, 
primarily through "needle 
sharing" by intravenous drug 
users. At Exeter the disease 
spread through a staff mem- 
ber who was diverting drugs 
for his own use, stealing hos- 
pital needles and then 
returning them to the supply 
room, Simonsen said, "put- 



ting John Q. Public at risk." 

There is no vaccine for 
Hepatitis C, Simonsen said, 
so public health officials 
worked to provide access to 
a testing site for those who 
may be affected. "That way, 
if they are infected, we can 
quickly access treatment for 
them," he said. 

According to a fact sheet, 
many people with Hepatitis 
C don't begin to see the 
effects of the disease for sev- 
eral years. Some of the 
signs of the disease are mild 
and some are serious. The 
disease can be fatal, but if 
caught early and treated, it 
can be reversed or even 
removed. 

"Hepatitis" is an umbrel- 
la term for several diseases of 
the liver. Hepatitis C is 
caused by a virus called the 
hepatitis C virus, which was 
discovered in 1989. It is 
sometimes also called hep C 
or HCV There are different 
types of hepatitis C called 
genotypes. At least six hepa- 
titis C genotypes have been 



identified. Each one is num- 
bered, hepatitis C genotype 
1, hepatitis C genotype 2, 
etc. 

The hepatitis C virus is 
found in the blood and liver 
of people with hepatitis C 
infection. The hepatitis C 
virus can multiply quickly 
and infect liver cells. After 
many years, the liver can 
become damaged. 

David M. Kwiatkowski, 
33, a lab technician in 
Exeter Hospital's cardiac 
catheterization lab from 
April 2011 through May 
2012, has been arrested and 
charged with stealing 
syringes containing fentanyl 
from the lab, injecting him- 
self and refilling the tubes 
with a liquid such as saline. 
Patients were then treated 
with the syringes.

the school level when he 
was an eighth grader and 
last year was runner-up in 
the senior state level con- 
test. This year he took on 
and defeated all comers and 
is the New Hampshire State 
Senior American Legion 
Oratorical Contest winner. 
Doolittle went on to com- 
pete at the national finals in 
Indianapolis on April 13-15. 

In addition, he has rep- 
resented Pinkerton Acade- 
my on the Hampstead 
School Board for the 2011- 
1012 year and was re-elect- 
ed for the 2012-2013 year. 

"Definitely my experi- 
ences with public speaking, 
in the Constitutional orator- 
ical program as well as the 
leadership roles I've held in 
the past, prepared me for the 
debate and questioning that 
took place in front of all of 
the delegates," he said. "Ms. 
(Katie) Wolff's class at 
Hampstead Middle School, 
and her dedication to allow- 
ing students to experience 
the processes of government 
first hand, influenced my 
interest in government and 
prepared me for this premier 
program, namely, Ms. Wolff 
introducing me to the ora- 
torical program and her 
planning of our class's life- 
changing trip to the Obama 
inauguration. 

The first Boys Nation, 
sponsored by the American 
Legion, was held at Ameri- 
can University in Washing- 
ton, D.C., in August 1946. 
The 1946 American Legion 
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Patrick Doolittle 

National Convention adopt- 
ed the event as an official 
youth activity. 

At Boys Nation, each 
delegate acts as a senator 
from his Boys State. The 
young lawmakers caucus at 
the beginning of the session, 
then organize into commit- 
tees and conduct hearings 
on bills submitted by pro- 
gram delegates. The young 
men learn the method of 
handling bills, according to 
U.S. Senate rules. 

Participation in the 
political process is empha- 
sized throughout the week, 
including organization of 
party conventions and nom- 
inating and electing a presi- 
dent and vice president. 

The Boys Nation week of 
government training also 
includes lectures, forums 
and visits to federal agen- 
cies, institutions, memorials 
and historical sites. On 
Capitol Hill, Boys Nation 
participants meet with elect- 
ed officials from their home 
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states. And this year that 
included a chance to meet 
the President of the United 
States. 

"Two students are select- 
ed by each high school in 
New Hampshire to go to 
Boys State, a week-long 
mock-government program 
for student leaders in the 
state," Doolittle said. "At the 
end of Boys State, all dele- 
gates - there were about 70 - 
vote for the delegate they 
want to see go on to Boys 
Nation. The top 10 vote- 
getters then go into a two- 
stage interview process, in 
which they are asked to dis- 
cuss specific issues on both 
the federal and state levels of 
government. From the inter- 
view process, two delegates 
to Boys Nation are chosen 
by the counselors, most of 
whom are former Boys 
Nation delegates. 

"As a Boys Nation dele- 
gate, you are required, 
before embarking for DC, to 
write a bill that you'd like to 
see passed into law," he 
added. "My bill was on pro- 
viding increased benefits for 
veterans with service-related 
disabilities. At Boys Nation, 
there are elected and 
appointed roles which dele- 
gates can fill. The main job 
of a delegate, however, is to 
participate in debate of the 
bills." 

For Doolittle, the most 
rewarding part of the experi- 
ence was seeing his bill 
passed by the Boys Nation 
Senate. 

"It meant a lot to me, 
and I'm sure to the veterans 



present, that the entire dele- 
gation felt as strongly about 
the issue of veterans' affairs 
and benefits as I did," he 
said. 

But it wasn't all politics 
and legislation and sightsee- 
ing. 

"The most fun was actu- 
ally just meeting and talking 
to the other delegates," he 
said. "Everyone was so im- 
pressive, so accomplished, 
yet so down-to-earth and 
personable at the same time. 
I made some incredibly 
valuable connections at 
Boys Nation, but more 
importantly, some lifelong 
friendships." 

Looking back, Doolittle 
said he would encourage 
HMS students to seize every 
leadership opportunity they 
are given. 

"Leadership, speech, de- 
bate, representation, it all 
takes practice," he said. 
"With practice comes the 
ability to serve those you 
lead as they wish to be 
served. Never stop setting 
goals as a leader, and never 
stop striving to achieve 
them." 

Reflecting on his time in 
Washington, he said, "I met 
some extremely powerful, 
visible people, including 
Senators, Congressman, and 
the President of the United 
States. I'm most excited 
though, about meeting the 
fellow delegates. These 
incredible people are the 
future of this country. Those 
worried about the future of 
this country really do have 
nothing to worry about."

organized between the two 
golf tourneys led to the 
group's biggest fundraiser 
and put Chester on the map 
in the athletic world. The 
first Wason Pond Pounder, 
a 3.5 miles obstacle course 
through the fields, trails and 
water of the recreation area, 
was a huge success. More 
than 500 participants, most 
from out of town, ran the 
course and helped the 
group raise more than 
$17,000. That first Pounder 
took place in October of 
2011. The committee then 
turned around and just a 
few months later, in May of 
this year, held another one. 

That second event 
pulled in about 800 partici- 
pants and $29,500, putting 
the group over its $65,000 
threshold. 

Right now the group has 
about $70,000 in its account. 
All of that money is going 



right to the fields and the 
kids. 

Maria Veale has been with 
the group from its start and 
said that without the commu- 
nity's support, Chester Field 
of Dreams would never have 
made it. Once the momen- 
tum began and the town got 
on board with the group's 
endeavor, everything fell into 
place, she said. 

In organizing that first 
Pounder, the group learned 
just how many people in town 
were willing to volunteer their 
efforts to get the huge event 
off the ground. That was a big 
step, said Maria. 

That organizing was a 
lot of work, and both Maria 
and her husband, David, 
said that the day after the 
second Pounder, they both 
heaved a sigh of relief. 

The current group con- 
sists of David Veale, presi- 
dent; Dave Chisholm, vice 
president; Maria Veale, sec- 
retary; John Sullivan, treas- 
urer; and board members 



Christine Lavoie and Alana 
Wentworth. 

Though the group has 
reached its goal and could 
deservedly take a break 
from its civic efforts, mem- 
bers have decided to keep 
going and will be forming a 
new non-profit group (see 
related story page 5). 
They're also already well 
into organizing the annual 
Town Fair 5K through the 
trails at the pond. 

The organization of the 
work to be done with the 
Chester Field of Dreams' 
fundraising dollars is now 
in the hands of the recre- 
ation commission. The 
Chester Field of Dreams is 
just a fundraising arm and 
has no authority over town 
projects - it just writes the 
checks. It will be a big effort 
to organize the engineering, 
leveling and reseeding of 
the fields and to accomplish 
all of the attendant duties, 
such as obtaining permits.
